-ed  by  Charles  L.  Wagner.  Naturally, 
tho  American  public  will  bo  interested 
in  San-Malo,  tho  now  violinist,  ho  is 
presenting  this  season  for  tho  first 
time.  San-Malo  is  a  native  of  Panama, 
■and  has  won  tremendous  success  in 
Europo  and  America.  His  ancestry 
•dates  back  to  a  famous  Hugeunot  fam¬ 
ily  which  founded  the  town  of  St.  Malo 
in  Prance,  and  during  religious  perse¬ 
cutions  fled  to  Holland.  A  group  of  tho 
refugees  set  out  for  the  new  and  ro¬ 
mantic  land  of  South  America,  and 
San-Malo  is  the  direct  descendant  of 
•one  of  these  pioneers.  His  parents  wero 
both  violinists. 

His  father  whs  a  South  American  of 
Froncli  Dutch  descent;  his  mother 
Spanish.  Who  can  say  whether  he 
should  bo  known  as  Spanish,  Dutch, 
French  or  South  American — rather  let 
it  be  known  that  ho  is  international. 
His  playing  has  all  the  fire  and  warmth 
of  the  Latin  temperament.  San-Malo 
began  his  violin  studies  at  the  age  of 
five.  Ho  was  educated  mainly  in 
Franco  and  Germany.  In  1916  ho  was 
one  of  the  two  foreign  students  admit¬ 
ted  at  tho  Paris  Conservatorie,  and 
three  years  later  ho  had  completed  tho 
four  years’  courso  with  the  highest 
honors,  and  was  awarded  tho  much 
coveted  Premier  Prix,  at  only  17  years. 

During  the  next  ton  years  ho  played 
repeatedly  in  Paris,  Berlin,  Cannes, 
Menton,  Marseilles  and  throughout  Hol¬ 
land.  He  has  been  in  America  two  sea¬ 
sons  and  his  praises  havo  been  sung  by 
the  American  press  as  well  as  tho  Euro

He  discussed 
teacher  cooperation  and  showed  tho 
relation  of  tho  testing  program  to  tho 
community  and  tho  school  board.  Tho 
children  in  tho  Smithville  school  are 
tested  twice  each  year,  once  in  the 
fall  and  again  in  March.  Tho  now 
Stanford  achievomont  tests  aro  now 
being  used.  He  explained  that  ho  found 
it  necessary  to  givo  mental  tests  per¬ 
haps  not  more  than  once  in  three  years 
unless  it  be  to  help  tho  toaclicTS  to 
properly  placo  nn  incoming  student.  Mr. 
Crnmer  brought  record  blanks  nnd 
graphs  which  lie  passed  out  to  thoBP 
present  in  order  that  they  might  easily 
follow  tho  discussion. 

Mr.  Broadbent  discussed  problems

The  questions  for  tho  final  test  fail¬ 
ed  to  arrivo  in  time'  to  bo  given  imme¬ 
diately  after  tho  unit  bad  been  com¬ 
pleted.  Monday  and  Tuesday  of  tho 
first  week  in  January  wore  used  for 
review,  and  the  test  was  given  today, 
Miss  Frankon  feels  that  tho  pupils 
have  dono  good  work  in  tho  project 
and  that  they  will  mako  a  very  crodit- 
able  sliowing  on  tho  test  unless  tho  in 
torvontion  of  tho  long  vacation  has 
causod  them  to  forgot  a  part  of  the 
material  covered.  Tho  test  given  is 
composed  of  very  simple  completion 
type  questions. 

Upon  the  completion  of  tho  project, 
Miss  Frankon  said  that  sho  thought 
touching  by  projects  a  vory  good  moth 
od,  but  that,  in  ordor  to  carry  a  pro 
joct  to  successful  completion  it  is  nec¬ 
essary  to  havo  a  capable  teacher  or  a 
supervisor  who  is  skilled  in  the  uso  of 
tho  method.

Science  Fellowships 
Are  to  Be  Awarded 

Tho  Clmrlos  A.  Coffin  Foundation, 
established  some  years  ago  by  tho  Gen¬ 
eral  Eloctric  Company,  has  announced 
that  applications  aro  now  being  mado 
for  tho  Charles  A.  Coffin  Fellowships 
for  1930-31. 

Tlio  terms  of  tho  Charles  A.  Coffin 
Foundation  mado  provision  for  tho 
award  of  fivo  thousand  dollnrs  annually 
for  fellowships  to  graduates  of  tho  uni¬ 
versities,  colleges,  and  tochnical  schools 
throughout  tho  United  States  who  havo 
shown,  by  tho  character  of  thoir  work, 
that  they  could,  with  advantage,  under- 
tako  or  continue  research  work  in  edu- 
1  cational  institutions  oither  in  this  coun¬ 
try  or  abroad. 

The  fields  in  which  those  fellowships 
aro  to  bo  awarded  aro  Electricity,  Phy¬ 
sics  nnd  Physical  Chemistry. 

Tho  Committee,  composod  of  Mr'.  Gano 
Dunn,  representing  tho  National  Acad- 
,  ciny  of  Sciences,  Mr.  R.  I.  Rocs,  repre¬ 
senting  tho  Society  for  Promotion  of

B.  Smith,  representing  the  American 
i  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers,  de¬ 
sires  to  make  tho  awards  to  men  who, 
i  without  financial  assistance,  would  be 
unablo  to  dovoto  themselves  to  research 
i  work.  The  fellowships  will  carry  a  min- 
■  imum  allowance  of  five  hundred  dollars. 
This  allowance  may  bo  increased  to 
meet  tho  special  needs  of  applicants  to 
whom  tho  Committee  decides  to  award 
•  tho  Fellowships. 

Candidates  for  tho  Charles  A.  Coffin 
Fellowships  should  file  applications  on 
forms  provided  for  that  purpose,  and 
obtainable  from  the  Secretary.  Applica¬ 
tions  will  bo  wolcomed  from  seniors 
desiring  to  do  research  work  as  a- part 
of  the  requirements  for  an  advanced  de¬ 
gree  as  well  as  graduates  of  universi¬ 
ties,  colleges,  and  technical  schools,  but 
any  award  to  a  senior  will  be  condi¬ 
tioned  upon  his  graduation. 

The  Committee  requests  that  all  ap¬ 
plications  first  be  sent  to  the  dean  of 
tho  educational  institution  at  which  the 
applicant  is,  or  has  been,  in  attendance 
within  tho  year.

Notro  Damo  wns  named  the  champ¬ 
ionship  football  temn  of  1029  in  a  bal¬ 
lot  of  the  lending  sports  writers  of 
the  country,  which  was  sponsored  by 
Albert  Russel  Ersltino,  automobilo  mag¬ 
nate.  Tho  result  was  announced  recent¬ 
ly  by  W.  O.  McGcehan,  nationally 
known  sports  writer,  the  chairman  of 
tho  Erskine  Committco  of  Award. 

The,  final  ballot  shows  Rocknc’s  team 
leading  with  179  votes,  Pittsburgh  sec-' 
ond  with  41  votes  and  Purduo  third 
with  two  votes.  Tho  vote  of  tho  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Award,  .composed  of  nation¬ 
ally  known  patrons  of  football,  gave 
Notre  Dame  11  aditional  votes,  making 
her  grand  total  190.  Pittsburgh  and 
Purduo  received  no  votes  in  tho  Coni- 
mitteo  of  Award.  .Tho  voto  of  Tlioodorc 
Itoosovolt,  a  member  of  tho  Committee, 
was  cabled  from  Porto  Rico  by  way 
of  the  War  Department  in  Washington. 

Tho  Notre  Dame  team  will  receivo  a 
huge  silver  cup  signifying  tho  football 
title,  to  bo  held  for  one  year.  Tho  final 
act  in  the  drama  will  bo  the  presenta¬ 
tion  of  a  President  Eight  sedan  to 
Knuto  Rocknc,  the  coaching  wizard  of 
Notre  Dame. 

Valuing  tho  votes  at  5  for  first  place, 
3  for  second,  and  1  for  third,  this  first 
ballot  produced  the  following  results:

Working  Through  College. 

President  Hutchins  of  Chicago  Uni¬ 
versity  docs  well  to  puncturo  another 
venerable  myth  long  cherished  in  Ame¬ 
rican  institutions  of  learning,  that’  there 
is  something  inherently  splendid  in 
working  ono ’s  way  through  college.  The 
high-pressure  success  magazines  have 
done  their  level  best  to  validate  this 
romance  and  it  is  gonorally  held  among 
tho  plain  people.  The  belief  is  based 
mainly  upon  tho  ancient  Calvinistic 
doctrine  that  in  adversity  tlioro  is  vic¬ 
tory,-  that  the  fino  edge  of  character 
needs  something'  hard  for  it  to  sharpen 
against.  So  it  is  argued  that  the  boy 
who  goes  to  collcgo  -with  his  pockets 
empty  and  has  to  shako  furnace  grates, 
wipe  dishes,  peddle  papers,  mow  lawns, 
sell  candy^and  what  not  to  oko  out  a 
meagre  living,  in  some  mystorious  way 
emerges  an  improvement  over  what  lie 
waB  whan  ho  entered.  What  is  more, 
lie  has  “got  moro  out  of  college”  than 
his  non-working  classmate  becauso  ho 
has  “learned  tho  value  of  tho  dollar,” 
loarned  “not  to  despiso  hard  work,” 
and  so  forth. 

What  is  consistently  overlooked  in 
thoso  -romantic  talcs  is  ‘that  college  is 
not  a i place. primarily  for  oxygen. treat¬ 
ment  of  anaomic  moralitios,  not  a  place 
primarily  fir  ;  learning- the  oxnct.  dis¬ 
tance  in  •petty'-  a  'dollar 

bill  may  bo  strotebed,  but  is,  primarily, 
for  tho  acquisition)  of  a  liboral  educa¬ 
tion.  Tho  .  boy  whi  is  working  inevit¬ 
ably  finds  that  his  work  becomes  his 
ehiof  interest  because  that  is  what  is 
moro  urgent,  more  elemental  and  direct 
in  its  rewards.  As  tho  time  goes  on  he 
finds  himself  not  a  student,  doing  a 
little  work  on  the  eido,  but  a  wago 
earner  doing  a  little  studying  on  tho 
side.  Ho  reduces  tho  timo  ho  spends 
with  his  books  to  an  absolute  minimum, 
becauso'  it  is  moro  comfortable  to  ox- 
change  an  A  in  Latin  for  a  D  than  it 
would  bo  to  risk  starvation  by  losing 
his  boarding-houso  job. 

Work  deprives  him  uttorly  of  leisure, 
and  loisuro  is  tho  singlo  ingrodlont  of 
education  which  can  not  bo  disponsod 
with.  Any  normal  youth  can  go  through 
tlie  baro  routino  of  collogiato  assign¬ 
ments  in  a  vory  few  hours  a  wook,  but 
the  vory  soul  of  oducution  is  tho  indo- 
pondont  orploration  tho  student  does 
upon  his-  own  initiative.  Tlioro  is  no  ed¬ 
ucation  in  reading  a  required  passage 
in  Groon’s  History  of  England;  tho  val- 
uo  of  tho  assignment  is  only  in  its  on- 
ticomont  to  further  independent  study. 
Tho  working  studont,  howovor,  has  no 
time  for  this  further  independent  study; 
his  education  becomes  a  matter  of 
patchwork,  hasty  memorization,  ma¬ 
chine-made  mental  patterns.  Truo  edu¬ 
cation  is  an  absorption  from  within,  slow 
and  fragrant  mellowing.  But  this  mel¬ 
lowing  takes  leisure;  an^  tho  working 
{.tipjept  from,  one  ond  of  the  somestoi' 
to  the  next  never  learns  what  loisuro 
is.triTho  New  Haven  Journal-Courier.
